committee, set up last year under 
the auspices of the provincial 
Ministry of Colleges and Univer- 
sities <MCU), Is not a "beef" 



board, but is only supposed to 
gather "ideas" for long-range 
planning* But OFS floldworker, 
Rick Gregory, said OFS briefs 
have already been presented to 
the committee, and Included both 
long and short-term suggestions 

'for Improving student aid. 
The advisory committee, which 
sports two students on Its roster, 

! including former OFS staff mem- 
ber, Paul Axelrod, Is currently 

'touring Ontario campuses, 
AH documents dealing with the 
campaign, Including the present- 
ation to the advisory committee, 

'will probably be rendered In both 
French and English by students 

*in Laurentlnn's School of Trans- 
lators. The associations see this 
as another tactic to increase stu- 
dent Interest, In the undertaking. 
L'Associatlon des Etudlants Fran- 
cophones was formed after the 
University's French-speaking st- 
udents withdrew from The SGA 
last year* Currently only the SGA 

is a member of OFS. 




Club President Bernio Freeland 
resigned from collasplng Voya- 
geur (Outdoor) club. The Pre- 
sident sited the increased work- 
load from his third year studies 
In Commerce as his "priority" 
reason for resigning* 

The vacancy has pushed the 
Vice-President Paul Montgomery

Resume (Part-time LU paper) 



The University President's He- 
port draws .rmldorablo attention 
to the rote of part-time students 
at Laurentian, The report released 
late last week 'vti a limited cir- 
culation of 500. In the report, the 
President comments on the inc- 
reasing roleof part-time students. 
From a revenue standpoint, the 
part-time students have Increased 
to about 4,000 Individuals who 
bring homo approximately 30% of 
the government grant money. In 
full time equivalents those 4,000 
Individuals correspond to about 
1150 full time students. The Pres- 
denl's report goes on to say: 

"A glance at the operating bud- 
gets of the various sectors of 
the University quickly produces 
the troubling conclusion that Con- 
tinuing Education does not at pre- 
sent enjoy a proportional share 

of the University's revenues and 



Is hard-pressed P ■, at present, 
.to provide quality programmes 
with the resources available," 
Student governance at the Uni- 
versity was attacked In the re- 
port. The declining participation 
rates In committees, the decline 
in the SGA's depth of political 
activities, along with the low pro- 
file of Extension Students Gen- 
eral Association were heavy 
points in the report. 

"The Extension Student Gener- 
al Association nover vigorous ow- 
ing to the peculiarly difficult pro- 
blems of organizing n very dis- 
parate group of part-time students 
most of whom aro* holding down 
full time Jobs In addition to their 
studies., remains a marginal org- 
anization. Its one significant con- 
tribution has been to assist mat- 
erially In promoting a survey of 
the needs and desires of part- 
time students."
